such ppec'al tariff to be devoted to the 
use of the Local Qoverninent.' Now, 
we confess that wo feel at a loss »o de^ 
cido whether tbe above eDnociaiioD ie 
the oiF!<priDg of ignorance or design. Ii 
18 not eaay to bolievo that any one 
p03-cssod of ordinary iotelligonco, and 
who roads the uowajjapars, can possibly 
be BO illiuformed upon one of the leading 
poliUoal topics ot the day as the for- 
mer view would necessarily imply. A 
spoeial tariff is disiinotly out ol the 
qaesiion. lu fact, the terms bavo boen 
agreed upon boiweoti the two Govern- 
meuta, and the only choice tbe pooplf 
oaa possibly have in regard to tariff* 
maat lie between tbe acceptance of tbe 
Dominion tuiiff. as the imooediaie result 
of union, and lbs retention of the pre- 
sent tariff, «S it nou; exists, until lail- 
way conacnunicaiion shall hnve been 
completed, or until the Legislature may 
desire to abandon it in favor of the 
former. To talk about 'a special tariil' 
now is aim ply nonsense. The choice ii, 
pure and aimplo, beiwten the Canadian 
tariff and our own— not between tbe Ca- 
nadian tariff and one wbiob we might 
•wish to Iranie for the occasion. Bui the 
political aspirant aloreaaid has not 
only pronounced in favor of ' a special 
tariff'; he requires that the proceeds 
of aucU ' Hpociul tariff' bhall bo 'devoted 
to the UfO of the Local Qovernmeni' ! 
Is il posbiblo Ibai anyone oan be ignor* 
ant of the fact that, nnder Confedera- 
tion, the proceeds of the tariff, whether 
it be the Canadian one, our proaeni 
one, or a special one, must and ivill go 
into the Federal treasury ? Wo fear 
the explanation ia to be found in de^i{^^l, 
lor tbe utmost siretoh of charily wou;d 
scarcely jualily one in the aseuuiption 
of BO much ignorance in one aspiring 
to the important position ot Legislator 
But, here again, a frebh difficulty pro- 
lentB itself. How could an important 
const ituency be presumed to be so gross, 
ly ignorant as to be imposed upon by 
snob transparent nonsense ? Wo con- 
fess that we cannot lee our w»y cat of 
tbe diieiniiia. The subjuct is, howtver, 
aliogeihbr too important to admit of an 
indulgence in mere chicane. Suppose, 
for lue sake of argument, that a con- 
stituency conld be loand Bonding a tv- 
^resontaiive to the Legislature pledged 
to BDCh impossible ab-ur.lities, wbut 
WiiUld be the reauli? The vo o of su h 
an one could only bu ct»'>t ajjiiinat Con- 
lederaiiyi.. Is iher" a COUBiitueii'j in 
the country prepared to tote against 
CottfederHtion, uuU-ss accompanied by 
conditions which it can newer bring ? 
There is probably not a coiiaiituency in 
the United Colony morn doi'ply inur- 
esiud II: the tarifl qnestiun ihi.n tbo 
DiBtrict > 1 Now \Ve^lmHll,t^;^,• buL we 
fonturo 'ho usi-ertioo thul ihere is nu 
conatiiueucy which will more roadiiy 
adopt II philosophical and buainos-* ike 
viiiw ot iho matter, and not thr^w 
away n positive good for an jujpos.-<ible 
be'lcr.

Such .is viio 
real issae about to be sabmitted to the 
electors in eveiy Distnci, ano all ngh-- 
thiuking, honoat patriots luuat deprecate 
any and every at oinpt lo mioloiiil the 
people by raising lalae and itnpwHi^iblo 
issues. Wo have already given our 
,owu viHw;8 as to the reiauva merits of 
the two tariffs; and we are gratified to 
learn that thoao views moeL with voiy 
general uoeuptanco. in this part of the 
colony, at least. Aa to the ohoico bu- 
twoeu ibo two Consiituiions, wo im- 
Bgino no twj opiaiouj oau exist. We 
cannot permit oareelyes to ibiuk that a 
cooBtitnenuy cdald ' be lonnd in this colo- 
oy favorable to occupylnt^ a lower po- 
litical m ttt«»B than the now Provin'^o of 
Muoiti>ba— to relinquishing lo the np- 
poiulecB ol Ottawa the sole right ot man- 
iging the local affairs of tbe Province 
Of Ibe f aoifio. 



i Wise Decision. 
It will be seen by reference to tbo re- 
port of an interview had with the Gov. 
ernor yesterday that His Excellency has 
decided lo visit the coast Bettlements 
with a view to a personal iurestigation 
into the oonduot of the Indians who in- 
tertored with tbe operations of the Ma8>' 
grave Copper Mining Company, and 
presumably,- generally to enquire iato 
and adjaet the varipas differences which 
have unhappily arisen between settlers 
and traders, on the one lids, and the va- 
rious Indian tribes on tbe otheri This 
ii a wiio deeisioo, and we congratulate 
tbe colony and His Excellency upon it. 
We have had occasion more than onco 
to animadvert in rather severe terms 
upon the remissness of the authorities in 
regard to these coast troables, and to 
dcnlore tbe ill effect ot it upon the In- 
diane, who bad learned to think that 
they could commit these doprsdationa 
upon tbo whites with perfect impunity. 
The lidians arc a peculiar class to doul 
with, and we venture to think that no 
plan could give greater promise of suc- 
cess than that which Kis Excellency 
appears to have adopted, i^ho Indians, 
even tbe worst of them, havo great 
respi'ctfor the Quoon'ij fl>!prosonlativo, 
and have soraatiines an objection to treat 
with anyone lower in rank; and whether 
to punish or cuucilialo, the Governor is 
far more lik<'ly to be saooessin! in gelt ng 
at tbe trutb.'and adjusting difficulties than 
anyone of inferior rank. We all ro- 
mumbor that it was while ongiiged in a 
similar luiBsion that tbe late Governor 
expire 1 ; and both before and* after that 
melancholy incident far too little atlen 
liou has boon given to tbe coast intcr- 
esta, Now that fresh and presumably 
important tuinoral interoata are epriug- 
ing into exisioncQ along the coast ii 
becomes additionally important thac a 
<;ood uiiderstaudiog shonid be maintain 
ed; for it will never do to permit tbe 
development cf tbe vast resoarces be- 
lieved to exist to be interfered with by a 
few unproductive suvagea, If, as wo 
apprehend, Govornor Musgrave suoceeds 
in inaugurating a new and better dis>. 
pensation in regard, to tbe coast lela- 
tions he will reoeive tbe thanks of tbe 
enliro community. Occasional visits 
tro.n the Governor and more frequeni 
visits from the gunboats would exert a 
most salutary influence aa well as npon 
tbe coast Indians as upon tbo various 
iuioreats now attracting so much atleu- 
tiot).

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During the Quarter ending 25ib Jun e 

1869 wo imported, for conaompiion 
wus'v of tho Caacado Jiange, 43,94i 
barrels of flour, valued at $19,181,25. 
During the Quarter ending 25th June 

1870 we imported 5052 barrels of flour, 
valued at 825,404.00. If wo accept 
this latter a» a standard, it will be fonud 
that the people west of the Cascade 
Range are consuming foreign flour at 
the rate ol 20,208 b-rrols a year, upon 
which ihey aro paying in customs duties 
$30-312.
